The Question of slavery or no slavery has at last been 
,'T’ in regard to the southern portion of Nebraska, 
wre have with us many Missourians and Virginians, some 
f them have their slaves already here, who are among our 
lost enterprising and popular citizens, and we are weU 
zmre that, though they say but little in regard to the 
»tier they are bent upon establishing “ the peculiar 
institution” in Southern Nebraska, if it can be done by 
mnioritv vote. Emigrants from southern States are 
8 here, south of the Platte, faster, perhaps, than 
v other style of settlers. Emigrants from northern 
are grarce at present in proportion to those from 
the South ; and as south of the Platte river is already 
If! nopulous portion of the Territory, and as it is 
acknowledged by all to be by far the best agricultural 
mrt of Nebraska, it is a matter of importance to all 
whether it be a free or a slave State. 

We do not affirm, as many unacquainted with our 
ttlersdo and will, that there is no possibility of Southern 
Nebraska ever becoming a slave State. On the contrary, 
gee no impossibility about it; we see no reason why, 
with a majority of slave-State emigrants for her popula¬ 
tion, South-Platte Nebraska shduld not eventually be¬ 
come a powerful supporter of slavery. 

Northern men who take the ground that every man 
born south of Mason and Dixon’s line is born indolent 
am j without ambition are silly-pated, foolish men, and 
they reckon without their host. We have seen as much 
enterprise in- Nebraska which originated in Southern 
heads, and was being pushed and hurried along by South¬ 
ern hands, as we. have of Northern undertakings. It is 
no more a truth that all Southern men are indolent and 
imbecile, as some fanatics confidently assert, than it is 
that all Northern men are industrious and ingenious, 
which everybody knows isn’t exactly the case. 

The cry has gone up from Abolition throats, “ Slavery 
shall not enter Nebraska.” It is the same yell of fanati¬ 
cism that shrieked in Kansas, and called the Missourians 
there to make that Territory a slave Territory. It is the 
same voice that reverberated in the halls of our National 
Congress, that hissed in the negro-saving mobs of Boston 
and Chicago, and that now calls slavery to this Territory, 
by a regular challenge. Kansas is a slave State. Who 
hastened to make it so ? Abolition politicians. Who 
desired it to become a slave State more than all other 
living men ? The opposers of the Nebraska bill, in order 
that their predictions might prove true; that they might 
be written down prophets; excite a Northern war on 
Southern States; sever the Union or allow each one of 
them to be President of the United States as early as 
1856. 

If there is one thing more than any other that gives 
vitality to slavery—that propagates it—that spreads it 
like an infection, that one thing is the frothing, boiling, 
rampant Abolitionism of the Northern States. Had it 
never existed, slavery would have died years ago, and the 
inscription upon its tomb-stone would have recorded a 
natural death; but, verging towards its dissolution, the 
galvanic action of Abolition opposition was applied, 
and it revived to fight and increase in strength, as the 
battle lengthened, until now it has grown a formidable 
foe to those who first threw down the glove and the 
gauntlet. 

And now slavery is here, in a small way, a few negroes, 
twenty or so, aud‘its supporters 4Ao coming fastis and-, 
faster. What sends them here? A beautiful country is 
not all that they seek, but a slavery victory over those 
who have challenged them. They seek to drown that 
hypocritical voice that cried “ slavery shall not enter 
Nebraska,” and prove it false; they seek to conquer those 
who have taunted them, by making south of the Platte 
river a slave State. 

The men who started this excitement live in Boston 
and other eastern cities, and send, now and then, a handful 
of .deluded mortals to these Territories to carry out the 
farce and illustrate their devotion to freedom, by attempt¬ 
ing so govern all men in and after the manner of doctrine 
taught by Seward, Wendell Phillips, Theodore Parker, 
et id omne genus. And so we have some excitement in 
Nebraska City, in the way of street debates, door-steps 
discussions, and the question is, “Shall Nebraska south of 
the Platte river be a slave State ? ”—Nebraska City News. 


ABOLITIONISTS AT WORK. 

“ We are informed, upon reliable authority, that a negro, 
belonging to Mr. Yocum, formerly of Jackson Co., Missouri, 
now living on the Meredezine, was run off and harboured in 
the town of Lawrence, the headquarters of the Abolitionists 
and the Emigrant Aid Society. The negro woman was traced 
up to where she was found by Messrs. Wade and Robinson. 
Messrs. W. and R. demanded the negro, and she was refused to 
be given up. The Abolitionists were then told, if they did not 
give up the negro,their town would be in ashes in twenty-four 
hours. Pearing the power of the ‘ rascally Missourians,’ they 
wisely concluded to surrender up the slave. The negro says, 
since her return, the Abolitionists kept her concealed, and for 
two nights she slept in the same bed with a white woman, the 
wife of a preacher.— Kansas Herald. 

It will be seen by the above that the scum of the popu¬ 
lation of the Eastern States, who are endeavouring to 
Monopolize this Territory, have commenced their nefarious 
practices; and, unless summary punishment be dealt out 
to the pitiful scoundrels, without delay, a few months will 
®co a regularly organized “underground railroad” in 
Kansas. Unless we at once resort to decisive steps in 
this matter, the labour and expense of the late election 
will only have achieved a fraction of its ends. We owe 
‘t, not only to'the protection of our property, but to the 
hoble aid rendered us by the South in the recent triumph¬ 
ant struggle with the minions of Abolitionism, that the 
tteiving propensities of the “ negro philanthropists ” 
should be “nipt in the bud”—should receive a sudden 
and effectual cheek. Missouri has sent her hardy sons 
amongst us that she may be protected from innovations 
®pon her property ; and it is our duty to see that she be 
hot disappointed in her expectat ions. 

If we would rid ourselves of a set of hirelings, sent into 
our m id s t with the express view of infringing upon our 
ri ghts and committing depredations upon .our property, 
" e must act promptly, and with an energy and earnest- 
, purpose that will give Abolitionists distinctly to

GOING TO WORK RIGHT. 

The people of Platte County have at last opened their 
eyes, and are now hitting at the root of all their troubles, 
vexations and losses, by ridding themselves of incendiary 
publications, and driving from their midst a set of worth¬ 
less beings, who only delight in aiding and abbetting the 
running off of their neighbour’s slaves, and making them¬ 
selves otherwise odious to an honest and respectable com¬ 
munity. We, as a general thing, disapprove of lynch 
law, and are the last to justify people in taking the law 
in their' own hands, when the statutes provide ample 
punishment for offences committed. But there are cer¬ 
tain cases in which a community are justifiable in resort¬ 
ing to any means to protect themselves and punish offend¬ 
ers—they are in cases where the law makes no provisions 
for such punishment. We look upon the destruction of 
the Abolition printing-office in Parkville, Mo., as neces- 
sary for the security of the lives of the citizens in that 
neighbourhood, the protection of their property, and the 
well-being of the slaveholding population. We have 
often wondered that Platte County should take such a 
deep interest in the politics of this Territory, and render 
ns such valuable assistance in driving negro-thieves from 
our midst, while shff permitted, on her own soil, the torch 
of the incendiary to be lighted, the knife of the assassin 
to be raised, aud her citizens daily victimized, by the 
same band that threatened to destroy us! But we knew 
them to be a forbearing people; we knew that they would 
endeavour by moral suasion to remedy the evil, but at 
that point, where forbearance ceases to be a virtue, we 
also knew decisive measures would be adopted. 

The destruction of the press of Messrs. Park & Pat¬ 
terson, in Parkville, should be a warning to papers of like 
stamp, in other portions of the State, and here in Kansas 
Territory. They should at least learn by this simple 
lesson that the people Of the South are determined, at all 
hazards, or at whatever cost, to purge themselves of all 
resident Abolitionists, and, further, to perform the same 
thing for us, here in Kansas Territory. Now that the 
work has been commenced, let the reform be carried fur¬ 
ther. All eyes are now turned to Jefferson City and St. 
Louis. After which, work will be found in the vicinity 
of Lawrence, Kansas Territory. We may talk of using 
moderate means to accomplish our ends. To us such 
language sounds harsh. Moderation, when the lives of 
your wives and children are in danger, when your trusty ’ 
slaves are being deluded, and, by promises, and knives 
placed in their hands, being persuaded to murder you in 
cold blood 1 The idea is preposterous. For our part, 
we advocate the most decisive and effectual means to 
remedy snch evils ; and the sooner the work is completed, 
the better we shall be pleased.— Ibid. 

MISSOURI IN DANGER. 

We do not wish to create an unnecessary alarm in the 
minds of onr friends in Missouri, or without cause excite 
the fears of pro-slavery men in Kansas, but we boldly 
assert that, if due vigilance is not used to check the pub¬ 
lication of incendiary papers in our midst, our slaves will 
be taught to be rebellious and unruly, our lives will be 
endangered, and our property insecure. Already have 
the Abolition press of Lawrence, in this Territory, 
boasted that, as soon as “ free institutions are established 
in the Territory,” the war will be carried into Africa. 
Meaning that as soon as a sufficient number of cut throats 
and negro-thieves, from the prisons and poor-houses of the 
East, arrive in Kansas, the operation of running off| 
negroes, by the Underground Railroad, will be commenced 
on an extensive scale. It is high time the people were 
aroused to a sense of their danger. Why do we wait for 
a large army to concentrate in our Territory before we 
attempt to drive off the invader ? We are for immediate 
and decisive action 1 

It is much easier to chick the progress of a few lawless 
invaders than to defeat an army of armed ruffiians. Let 
us commence in earnest, and purge Kansas and Missouri 
of all resident Abolitionists and Free Soil publications.

THE WORK OF THE ABOLITIONISTS COMMENCED. 

A SOUTHERN CITIZEN MURDERED IN COLD BLOOD. 

On Monday week last, at Leavenworth City, Malcolm 
Clark, formerly of Platte County, Mo., was murdered in 
cold blood by an Abolitionist named Me Crea. They were 
disputing, and while Mr. Clark was in the act of turning, 
probably to go away, McCrea drew a pistol and shot him 
through the heart. He died immediately. He did not 
speak one word ’ after that fatal shot. The murderer 
escaped his pursuers, and succeeded in placing himself 
under the protection of the troops at the Fort. He will 1 
not live to be tried. An outraged people are anxiously 
awaiting an opportunity to deal out summary punishment 
to the offender. Hanging is a death entirely too good 
for such a villain! Let him be tortured and his friends 
hung ! Hope is beyond his reach. Should the techni¬ 
calities of the law permit the murderer for a while to hope, 
the fire of indignation which already exists in the hearts 
-* — r citizens will need no other fanning to dissipate snch 
It conjecture on his part. He may live in hope, but 
die in despair he surely must. 

Cut down in the prime of life, lies poor Malcom Clark! 
He is lost to a devoted family, to his numerous friends; 
and in him, the pro-slavery party have lost one of her 
noblest defenders. Murdered without a cause, and by an 
Abolitionist! The thought is sufficient to harrow up a 
spirit of resentment in the breast of every Southern r~“ 
which should tell in the ranks of the Abolitionists. 

Poor Clark 1 Who is there that knew him who does 
not lament his loss? A man in the broadest acceptation 
of the term; generous to a fault. No man ever solicited 
his assistance tmt he received it. Brave among the brave, 
he knew not cowardice; a cowardly thought never reached 
his brain. Honest on all occasions, in every transaction. 
Possessed of energy, with a quick eye and ready arm, and 
a devout worshipper of the South and her institutions-— 
a bitter opponent of her enemies, a faithful friend, an ir 
dulgent father, an industrious man, a good citizen. In 
word, he was “ a noble specimen of God’s masterly crear 
tion.” 

Thus fell, by an assassin’s band, a noble man ! What, 
,;e ask, can repay bis loss? The blood of the Murderer 
will not satisfy ns! That would be placing too little an 
estimate on the life of our deceased friend. “ Blood far 
Blood ! ”—but for each drop spilled, we shall require one 
hundred fold ! For every honest man that is slain, let a 
score of Abolitionists sutler. We call for a settlement of 
this affair—let us make examples of such outlaws, and 
their sympathizers, until our fair Territory is ridden of 
such curses—until honest men can walk the streets of our 
towns without the fear of being attacked by Northern 
cut-throats and hired assassins; until our homes and fire¬ 
sides can be made secure from the torch of the incendiary, 
and our slaves be permitted to remain with us in quietude 
and contentment. As long as one Abolitionist remains 
iu the Territory, such occurrences will be numerous, 
both here and in Missouri. Let us begin to purge our¬ 
selves of all Abolition emissaries who occupy our domi¬ 
nion aud give distinct notice that all who do not leave 
immediately for the East, will leave for eternity— 
ibid.

NEW ENGLAND ANTI-SLAVERY CONVENTION. 

SPEECH OF MRS. ROSE. 

Mr. President and Friends : It give me rjhpeak- 
able pleasure to have the opportunity to make my voice 
heard here before you in behalf of human freedom. It 
gives me, indeed, great satisfaction to be able ,o enter 
my protest against that terrible scourge that afflicts, not 
only the coloured slave, nor, indeed, the South, bijt which 
afflicts the whole United States of America. It gives me 
great gratification in being able to do my duty ® enter¬ 
ing my protest against that eternal crime against humanity 

■the holding of a man as a slave; and also against that 
great, incomprehensible inconsistency, that slave?;' should 
exist in a country that calls itself a Republic. 

Mr. Higginson well vindicated here the pr 1 Ion of 
Russia. Truth is consistent; Error is always in? s' 
Truth is a unit, consistent with itself, and consi. it with 
every other truth. And as Truth is, so also is freedom. 
Human freedom, also, is a unit, and consistent utith itself; 
and where freedom is,'slavery cannot be. In comparing 1 
the two countries, Russia and America!—alas l that we 
should be able to institute a comparison between such a 
dark and benighted land with one that calls itself a 
Republic—yet, sad as the fact is, it is neveri.'^ less true 
instituting a comparison between the jtiwo coun¬ 
tries, Russia, dark and benighted as she is, milch as she 
oppresses mau, we at least must give her the credit oi 
consistency, for she professes no freedom; while; here, with 
all the glorious professions of republicanism aud freedom, 
the whole land is cursed with the most odious system of 
slavery. I remember I was but a little child, hardly able 
to understand the import of words, that I had already 
listened to those who pronounced it the Republic of the 
j United States of America; and even then, though entirely 
unable to appreciate the import, the nobility of it, yet, 
somehow or other, it touched a vibrating chord in my 
heart, and I thought, if I lived to grow up a woman, O 
how I should like to see a Republic! (Applause.) I did 
grow up, and attained that great hope; and, friends, I 
well remember—I doubt whether I shall ever forget—the 
sensations and emotions I experienced when I first placed 
my foot on the soil of a Republic; nay, more, the first 
Fourth of July that I spent here. Why, everything in 
nature appeared to have changed and become superior. 
The sun shone brighter; the trees looked more beautiful; 
the grass looked greener; the birds sang sweeter; all the 
beauties of nature became enhanced in my estimation, for 
I viewed them all through the beautiful rainbow colours 
of human freedom (loud cheers). Alas.! I little knew 
then what I should experience, if I remained longer. 
Had I left this country on the fifth of that July, I should 
have gone away with the glorious emotion that there was 
one spot of earth on the whole globe where a man may 
stand and call himself fully and entirely his own. But I 
remained here too long; and what a chaage has “ come 
over the spirit of my dreams ” ! All the enchantments 
have disappeared, one by one. Not, indeed> the enchant¬ 
ments of what a Republic ought to be, or the beauties 
that would result from a true Republic, but the enchant¬ 
ments of the idea that there was such a Republic in this 
new world. Instead of the poor fugitive from the old 
world coming to this place of refuge, and calling himself 

freeman, we have to send the poor fugitive from the 
_ew world to the old, to an aristocratic, monarchical 
government, and there, however oppressed he may be in 
many instances, at least he,may call himsejf, his wife aud 
children—except, indeed, in Russia—his own. 

It gives me no pleasure, I assure you, my friends, to 
dwell upon the dark side of humanity. I wish I could 
always dwell upon the bright and fair si-’ • buY iacts and 
tenth always demand jAd*. uCf.-a-.-t . ■« '’"ouKy 
sent ioriii iu «ic world a great and glorious truth—that 
eternal truth of the equality of men, upon which the 
Declaration of Independence is based—that “ all men are 
created equal, and endowed with an inalienable right to 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.” That declara¬ 
tion, wafted, like a bright vision of hope, on the breezes 
of heaven, to the remotest parts of the earth, to whisper 
freedom and equality to the down-trodden millions of men. 
And yet, while that declaration is thus wafted by the j 
genius of freedom all over the earth, here, under its 
shadow, the children that have been born and brought up 
here are subjected to dark and bitter bondage. This 
country, therefore, stands before the moral consistency of 
the world, to be judged thereby. From monarchical and ' 
despotic countries we do not expect much; but those 
countries have a right to hold you to your professions. 
The Quakers say that according to the light you possess 
' the demand made upon you. It is a true and correct 
saying. According to your professions, we have a right 
to hold you responsible; and, therefore, this country 
stands responsible for its false and hypocritical professions, 
without carrying out the great, eternal truth of the 
equality of man (cheers). 

You know all about the evils of slavery. It would be 
presumption, as well as folly, in me, even to attempt to 
describe what slavery is. No man can place himself so 
entirely in the position of the slave as adequately to de¬ 
scribe the horrors of that relation. He only who has 
experienced them, and who has felt, at the same time, the 
flame of freedom burning within him, can tell what slavery 
is. I have heard many eloquent speeches from this plat- ( 
form, and from other anti-slavery platforms, but I was 
never so affected as I was, this morning, by the lew 
simple words that fell from the lips of Anthony Burns 
(applause). He stood here as a living, breathing, moving 
witness of the great iniquity of slavery. Only one year 
ago, he was doomed to slavery once more; and were it 
not that a few benevolent men were untiring and persistent 
in their determination to rescue him, cost what it would, 
Anthony Burns would not have been here this morning 
to give his evidence, as he did, to the large audience, that, 
slave as he was, crushed and oppressed as he was, chained, 
not only in body, but also in mind, nevertheless he was a 
man ; for there was the love of freedom, aud the deter¬ 
mined purpose to achieve it, whenever the opportunity 

is afforded. And when he told of the pleasure he felt 
_ being able to stand here, I appreciated it, I felt it; it 
touched my heart as no other speech, no matter from 
whose eloquent lips it fell, had ever touched me, and con¬ 
firmed me in my estimation of the depth of infamy involved 
' keeping human beings in the darkness of bondage. 

Who can tell what Anthony Burns might have been, 
had he been deemed free from the moment he drew bis 
first breath ? How often do we hear the Soith say that 
slaves are not the same as white men—that ihey are not 
human beings ! Why, it is only as if it were yesterday 
that any portion of the slaveholders—aud not onilthe 
slaveholders at the South, but the slaveholders at the 

North_acknowledged that the coloured man is a human 

being at all. And there are many now whe take that 
position. Even scientific men have come dovn from the 
glorious heights of science low enough to be bought by 
Southern gold, and endeavour to prove that tke coloured 
„ different befog from the white man,and there- 
right to hold him as a slave. I will not attempt 
to enter into any consideration of this subject, ior there is 

need of it. Like or unlike, he is a human king; and 
I will use the same argument with regard to him that I 
use when pleading—no, not when pleading—when claim-1 
ing the rights of woman. Like or unlike, he B a human 
being, and entitled to all the rights that huaanity can 
bestow and man can enjoy (applause). It is vorse than 
time lost to enter into any such cousideratiot, because 
human rights do not depend on the shade of cobur; they 
do not even depend on a somewhat different coistruction, 
or somewhat different shape of body, or somewhit difierent 
shape of mind. I will say of the slave, as I often say 
when claiming the rights of women—humanity recog¬ 
nises no colour; uiind recognises no colour; peasure or 
pain, happiness or misery, life or death, reccgnises no 
colour. Like the white man, the coloured nan comes 
involuntarily iuto existence. Like him, he possesses phy¬ 
sical, mental and moral powers, upon the ptopir cultiva¬ 
tion of which depends his highest happiness. -Ike him, 
he is subject to all the vicissitudes of life, hike him, 
when he breaks the laws of bis being, he has b pay the 
penalty. Like him, when he breaks the laws o the land, 
he has to endure the punishment. like him.be ought 
to enjoy dr Buffer—but he only suffers—with the pros¬ 
perity or adversity of his country; and thertfore, like 
him, he ought to have all the rights and oil the irivileges 
that the country can bestow (loud applause). Is that 
any more than any man ought to claim, aud eight any 
man to be satisfied with less? 

But if it be a fact that the colour of a man that his 
having been born in a certain geographical positon, gives 
another man the right to enslave him, I would say, as I 
often say when advocating the equality of the sates, why 
not reverse the order, and let the white man ka>w what 


it is to be subject to eternal bondage? Let not this 
bondage remain only with the black man. 

I have named here none of the evils of slavery. It 
were vain for me to attempt to do so. You can all under¬ 
stand it as well as I can, as I have never been in the posi¬ 
tion ot a slave. It not only deprives a human being of 
his own identity, of his own person, bnt it subjects him 
eternally to the bitter degradation of bodage. I need not 
tell you of the pangs and misery caused by slavery, arising 
from the fact that the nearest and dearest bonds are 
severed and broken asunder. I need not depict before 
your eyes the fact that parents and children are placed 
alternately on the auction-block, and they are bid off and 
knocked down like merchandise, and then separated, never 
again to behold each other. I will not repeat these 
things, for you know them too well. 

As I said before, the curse of slavery is not confined 
to the poor black victim alone; but,'my friends, the 
whole country is cursed by slavery. The Southern white 
population are cursed by it; and so much is my mind of 
a universal tendency, that while I deprecate slavery and 
slaveholdiog, while all my sympathies gush forth for the 
poor slave, I cannot withhold some pity and commisera- 
tion for the slaveholder too ; for it is an eternal principle 
of right that the evil-doer shall be punished by the evil 
he inflicts upon others; and terribly cursed and punished 
is the South by the evil they inflict upon the poor slave, 
by a violation of all human rights, by a violation of the 
dearest principles of humanity. 

T will not enter into an explanation here of the various 
ways in which the South is cursed ihiough slavery. The 
very soil shows it; hence the necessity for a constant en¬ 
deavour to obtain the accession of new soil; for without 
it, they cannot live. Their industry shows it; for wherever 
slavery exists, industry is looked upon with contempt. 
Wherever slavery exists, labour is degraded. Wherever 
slavery exists, the mind, not only of the slave, but of the 
tyrant slaveholder, is prostrated and degraded. And this 
influence affects not only the South, not only the slave¬ 
holder and the slave, but it extends to the North. The 
evil of slavery has shown itself of late yet more distinctly 
than ever before. I heard Mr. Foster say, this morning, 
that he was glad when the Fagitive Slave bill was passed, 
and he seemed to rejoice that tbe influence of slavery was 
beginning to be better understood than formerly. I, too, 
rejoice in it. Wherever there is a disease in the system, 
it is always better to have it thrown to the surface than to 
have it confined internally, for two reasons; one is, it shows 
the strength of nature to throw it off; and the other is, 
to give the skilful physician a better knowledge how to 
attack the cause of the disease. 

Slavery has shown itself distinctly within the last five 
years. Until that time, it was more confined to the 
South; at any rate, we did not so distinctly perceive it 
here at the North. At the time when the Fugitive Slave 
bill was enacted, it commenced showing itself out on the 
surface. I was one of those who, at that time, did not 
understand its bearings. I deeply deplored that the dis¬ 
ease existed here at all. I deeply deplored the fact that 
slavery cursed the land ; but I said at tbe time, I am glad 
that the disease is coming to the surface ; I am glad it is 
beginning to encroach more and more upon the North. 
It seems to be the fact that a man can never appreciate 
a thing so well until it is brought home to himself. That 
Fugitive Slave bill brought the subject home to tens of 
th ousands in the falsely so-called free States. I say falsely 
so-called, for if they were truely free, there would be no 
slavery in this country. If they were truly free, they 
could have no union or communion with slavery, for free¬ 
dom and slavery can no more exist together than truth 
and falsehood. Is it all true or all false; all free or all 
slave; and as we are not all free, we are all slaves, and 
we are all slaveholders to some extent; at any rate, in 
aiding and abetting, unless we raise our voice against it, 
and use the utmost efforts in onr power to disunite, to 
break that unholy Union—for it is nota righteous Union 
—of wickedness, of crime, of sin and of shame. A Union 
of freedom and slavery cannot exist, any more than fire 
and water. 

When the South took tbe second great step to encroach 
upon the North, I hailed it as the forerunner of freedom— 
that was the Nebraska bill. Whatever the Union might 
have been before that bill was passed, the slender thread 


that thread asunder ? That slender link which once held 
the Union together is broken—who broke it ? The South. 
TKoJtJajxLv—if infamy there is to be attached to the dis¬ 
solution oi uiio vt.„„ ni i.,. o>.- South-j 

for it was the South, or Southern slavery, that snapped 
the link; and the snapping of that link is the surest fore¬ 
runner of the dissolution of that false, corrupt Union, 
where there is no liberty and no humanity (applause). 

My friends, I was not always of this opinion. Not 
more than a year ago last March, I was in Washington, 
and, while there, I spoke on the Nebraska bill. When I 
went to the lecture room, I had no idea that I was a Dis- 
unionist; I never knew it; I never suspected it. But 
while there, in speaking of the. Nebraska bill, I en¬ 
deavoured to find some reasons to show why the Union 
need not be dissolved, and yet slavery be abolished—for I j 
have been anti-slavery all my life-time. Wh’le I thus 
endeavoured to find the reason and suggest the means for 
abolishing slavery, without dissolving the Union, I con¬ 
vinced myself of the impossibility of it, and I said so at 
the time; for, like a true Quaker, I always depend upon 
the “ moving of the Spirit ” for the time being; and what¬ 
ever comes into my mind, I give utterance to it; and 
when I went home from that lecture, I said to a friend of 
mine, “ If I have not succeeded in convincing any pne 
else, I have succeeded—and I am happy to know it—in 
convincing myself ” (loud cheers). 

Yes, my friends, we often hear it said, by politicians, 
Free Soilers and others, that there is no need to dissolve 
the Union, because the Constitution of the United States 
is not a pro-slavery, but an anti-slavery, instrument. I 
will not enter into any discussion on this point. I will 
simply say, “ Take your alternative and abide by the con¬ 
sequences. If, on the other side, the Constitution is a 
pro-slavery instrument, then it is not fit for a republic, 
and therefore must be annulled, aud a free Constitution 
formed. But of course the South will not submit to this, 
and therefore there will be a dissolution of the Union.” 
If, on the other side, the Constitution is an anti-slavery 
instrument, then, in the name of mercy, how dare the 
South call for the protection of the General Government 
in the nefarious traffic in slaves ? This would be the surest 
way to dissolve the Union; and, sir, I would say to those 
Free Soilers who insist that the Constitution is an anti¬ 
slavery instrument, that I am glad to hear it. If it is an 
anti-slavery instrument, then rescue it from the hands of 
the slaveholders, and say to them, “ You must abolish 
slavery, or you cannot come under the banner of the Repub¬ 
lic, which is based on this instrument—the Constitution of | 
the country ” (cheers). So, in either case, whether it is 
a pro-slavery or an anti-slavery instrument, by that instru¬ 
ment itself, Disunion must come. There can be no union 
between freedom and slavery, unless, indeed, we are pre¬ 
pared to unite more fully with the South, and go more 
deeply into slavery than we have ever gone before; and 
then, at any rate, we shall be more consistent than we 
have ever been heretofore. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Rose said she went for human free¬ 
dom, irrespective of sex, or sect, or colour, or coimtry— 
Know-Nothings to the contrary notwithstanding. She 
said there was slavery in Massachusetts, instancing our 
Sabbatical laws and the law excluding certain persons 
from the witness-stand on account of their belief, as proofs 
of her assertion, and earnestly appealed to the audience 
to labour for tbe abrogation of these oppressive enact¬ 
ments, and to secure the broadest mental liberty for all 
mankind. • — 

WENnELL Phillips, on taking the platform, was en¬ 
thusiastically greeted by the expectant audience. 

SPEECH OF WENDELL PHILLIPS. 

The speech, ladies and gentleineD, to which we have 
just listened has Waldo Emerson’s attribute of eloquence 
—it bas'd life behind it. What we have to do at the 
North is, to feel our souls our own (applause)—to dare to 
think independently of institutions and majorities, and the 
old associations about us. The friend who has just taken 
her seat has taught us that lesson by a life that, before 
some of us had awakened to the duty of being free, was 
exertfog its influence upon those about her. I am glad 
when she comeB to the auti-slavery platform to give us the 
benefit of her clear insight, and her long example. J hey 
are the veteran troops of reform and free thought, that 
form the basis of every movement for the bettering of tbe 
race. 

It was a sad anecdote that Mr. Higginson related to 
us, interesting and touching as it was, of John Davis— 
his last words—his death-bed words, politically considered. 
All men get to be honest when they get to be old ; when 
they have outlived the temptations' of ambition, the in¬ 
fluence of wealth, the fear of man. It was the last days 
of the life of Adams that were heroic. The noon-day of 
life, the maturity of manhood, were passed in the service j 
of capital and of party. It was on what was fated to be 
almost his death-bed that he undertook to say to Charles 
Sumuer, “ I should like to teach this Mr. Daniel WeDster 
that there is something more valuable than the Union— 
it is Justice” (applause). It takes eighty years to find 


it out in this country. It takes eighty years to find it 
out, except on such maxims as the friend has just given to 
us-thinlcfor yourselves—have a free soul, at least > For 
fifteen, for twenty years, these anti-slavery meetings have 
been held in the city of Boston. It i s a singular feet— 
so singular, that it is worth noting—that on this platform, 
no clergyman of this city, of any clerical reputation, has 
ever been seen to stand. Within these twenty years no 
officer of Massachusetts, of auy grade whatever, no man 
of any wealth, no man who represents anything’that has 
present influence and position in the community, has 
Btood here. Twenty long years has the anti-slavery move¬ 
ment stood before Boston, and on its platform neither the 
clergy, nor the legal profession, nor the bench, nor the 
legislature, nothing that the world calls great or snccesful, 
has ever appeared, except with such very infinitessimal 
exceptions that they are not worth noting. 

Mr. Higginson—Henry Wilson has been here. 

Mr* Phillips —Yes, bnt he is tbe exception; and, in 
the inference I am about to draw from that feet, this ex¬ 
ception fe not worth noting. He is the single exception 
that proves the rule. He is the single exception that 
shows us the first droppings of that flood which is to 
deluge tbe land—the first ray of light that is breaking 
over the mountains. But, in the meanwhile, for twenty 
years, these doors have been opened, this platform has 
been spread, bnt not one of the clergy of the city—I am 
not now speaking of the country—not one of the clergy 
of the city, known as such—I am not speaking of Theo¬ 
dore Parker, for, as my friend said p[ T he Liberator, he 
does uot belong to the clergy, btifln mankind (loud 
cheers)—not one of these orders or professions has ever 
been here; nothing that capital makes, nothing that 
literature makes, nothing that law makes, nothing that 
government makes, has ever been here. Is not that 
enough to show that all the forces which create and mould 
society are opposed to the Anti-Slavery movement ? It 
is not to this form of the movement, simply, that this 
opposition is displayed; it is not merely that slavery is 
an unfelt or insignificant evil that this indifference is 
shown. Beacon street rocked to its foundations with 
shame and silent rage when Anthony Burns was in 
Boston Court-House; why did not Beacon street do 
something when the week was past ? State street growled 
loudly at being kept from paying its notes when the 
soldiers filled tbe sidewalks on the second day of June ; 


eats up Massachusetts, its bone and muscle—every thing 
that is the flower of the State (as the flower is commonly 
considered) ? Tbe slave element, which is the nucleus of 
all our institutions. This simple fact reveals’the potency 
of that element, and lets ns into the philosophy of the 
speech of Mr. Higginson and Mrs. Rose— the necessity 
of radical disunion, separation—the danger in union, the 
safety in separation. 

Are we never to learn any thing from the past ? Are 
twenty years thrown away upon us? It is not the little 
men, the odious men, the vulgar men, who have frightened 
these great people from the paramount question of the 
They would have come in, the Winthrops and the 
Choates, and swamped us by the very magnificence of 
their aid, long ago, if slavery had left them any soul with 
which to engage in the anti-slavery movement. It is not 
the movement, it is not the character of the men engaged 
in it, it is not the phrases Stephen Foster uses, it is not 
the principles that we avow, it is not the measures we 
propose, that have frightened these men from this plat¬ 
form. We never have used a phrase, nor proposed a 
measure, nor announced a principle, for five years, that 
the community did not steal it from us at the end of that 
time, and claim it as their own; and ten years, five years 
hence, the community will claim Disunion as their own. 

I heard Stephen Foster twelve years ago, and he was 
not so harsh as Charles Sumner at the Metropolitan 
Theatre the other night. Charles Sumner would have 
stood aghast if, at that time, he had been told, “ Thy 
servant shall be turned into Stephen Foster in 1855 1 ” 
(Applause.) 

The community travels upwards. The difficulty is not 
in phrases, nor in measures, nor in principles; it is in the 
hidden root out of which this State of onrs has grown ; 
and it is that which most clearly shows us why we need 
* dissolution of the Union—a change, utterly, of circum¬ 
stances. It is a palace in which we live, this Union built 
by our fathers. Its noble walls, its stately columns, its 
vaulted roof, hung with lamps, if you please, precious 
beyond expression—I know it; but, at the same time, the 
■Pirat-ia'gave us the talisman. It is Aladdin’s lamp that 
makes palaces. It is tree speecn, iree niought—me 
Yankee privilege of trampling upon pulpits, and statutes, 
and legislatures, and befog his own Plymouth Rock in 
each generation (great applause). 

Do you say, “ Where shall Disunion begin ? ” It be¬ 
gins here, on any square foot of soil on which a man who 
means to resist unjust laws plants his foot. It begins in 
your house and in mine. When Stephen Foster said 
to-day, “ I have opened my doors on this principle, I have 
set up my roof-tree on this principle, that I will yield no 
other protection to my own wife, to my own child, than- 
I will yield to the fugitive slave who once stands beneath 
it,” that was a dissolution of the American Union, so far 

his house is concerned. Now, let us get up that prin¬ 
ciple, each man of us, house by house, street by street, 
town by town, county by county! Tear off something 
from this magnificent conspiracy against justice, and re¬ 
deem a rood of land, if nothing more, to that liberty which 
Mr. Higginson described to us. “ How will you resist 
Louis the Fourteenth ? ” said some one to the Prince of 
Orange. “ I will resist him ditch by ditch ! ” How 
shall we resist the Fugitive Slave law ? Each one of us 
resist it man by man ! (Loud cheers.) Consecrate your 
own houses to itl (Renewed cheering.) Determine 
that, no matter who is President at Washington, you will 
be President at home 1 (Enthusiastic applause.) Deter¬ 
mine that, whatever protection you give to wife or 
daughter, you will give the same to the stranger that finds 
refuge beneath your roof! (Applause.) That is disso¬ 
lution ! You may begin it to-night. You may begin it 
anywhere. Drop by drop, we will flow together and 
make a State. 

My friend Higginson reminded me that Henry Wil¬ 
son will come here. Yes ; as I said, it is the exception 
that proves the rule. Why does he come here ? Because 
Henry Wilson went into politics through the door of 
Anti-Slavery (applause). As Charles Sumner said of 
his Commissionership, he “ was a man before he was a 
Commissioner,” so Henry Wilson has always said—and 
it fe my faith that he will act up to it to the end of his 
life, natural and official—that The was an Abolitionist 
before be was a Whig or Free Soiler (loud cheers). He 
is almost the only politician who can say as much. That 
is the reason why he comes here. As the giant with 
whom Hercules was struggling, when he found that his, 
antagonist was gaining the advantage over him, besought 
Hercules that he might touch his mother earth again, and 
rise stronger to contend with the monster with which he 
was fighting, so he conies here to touch his mother earth 
(loud cheers). And I believe that just so soon as we 
shall create a State, or any portion of a State, however 
small, that will be willing to unfurl its banner against the 
United States government, we shall not have long to wait 
for that same “Natick Cobbler” before he gives us his as-.. 
sistance (cheers). But, deluded, as I think, by part;’ 
policy, which misleads him, be has gone off, leaving to us 
the regeneration of that public sentiment which is the 
best lever—lever and fulcrum at once—to move the 
country. 

Mr. Phillips concluded by inviting all to be present 
to-morrow, when the Disunion question would be dis-1 
cussed, and give not only their audience, but their voices, 
that they might be able to create a unanimous public 
sentiment throughout Massachusetts, to make her indeed 
a free and sovereign State withiu her borders (loud 
cheers). 

SPEECH OF WILLIAM LLOYD GARRISON, 

ON THE DISSOLUTION OF THE UNION. 

Mr. Chairman : At the close our forenoon session, I 
submitted the following resolution to the Convention : 

Resolved, That the American Ur.ion is the supremacy of 
the bowie-knife, the revolver, the slave-drivers lash, and 
lynch law, over freedom of speech, of the press, of conacience, 
of locomotion, in more than one hall the nation—and the de¬ 
grading vassalage of the entire North to the accursed Slave 
Power; that no other Union has existed since the adoption of 
the United States Constitution; that such a Union is to be 
resisted, denounced and abandoned, by every lover of liberty, 
until its utter overthrow shall be consummated; and that, to 
effect this glorious object, there should be one united shout of I 
“No Union with Slaveholders, religiously or politically ! ” 

It will be in order, at this time, to pursue the discussion 
of this subject. I desire to make a few remarks upon 
some of the positions taken, this forenoon, by some of our 
friends who are not yet prepared to join us, in seeking the 
overthrow of the American Union. 

I give full credit to those gentlemen as desiring to do I 
all they can to liberate those in bonds. They mean to be 
the truest oi the true. They mean to pursue such a course 
as, in their judgment, they think will best subserve the 
anti-slavery cause. I grant to them, therefore, all that 
they claim on the score of purity of motive and benevo¬ 
lence of heart. At the same time, I must express my 
astonishment that they seem unable, as yet, to comprehend 
the issue we make before the country; that they fail 
appreciate the deep conscientiousness, the high sense oil 


duty, the imperative moral obligation, whieh are involved 
in onr minds in this question of dissolving the existing 
bonds between the North and the South. My esteemed 
friend, Mr. Wasson, deemed it not worth while for us, 
who are Disunionists, any longer to occupy such a posi¬ 
tion. Why not, he asks, be more practical ? Why not, 
instead or rejecting the ballot-box, use it as an instrumen¬ 
tality for effecting the overthrow of slavery ? As there 
are in our ranks thousands who refrain from going to the 
polls, why do they not deposit their votes in favour of 
John P. Hale or Charles Sumner, and thus do an 
effectual work in putting down the reign of the Slave 
Power? Now, my surprise is that, after so long a time, 
and so constant a reiteration of the insuperable difficulties 
lying in our way to the ballot-box, as a matter of con¬ 
science, my friend does not see that lie is asking us to do 
what we cau neither innocently nor honourably perform, 
whether as Abolitionists or as men, with onr present views 
of the United States Constitution. 

He spoke of some of the disastrous consequences that 
would probably follow in the wake of disunion. Sir, 
this is not a question of consequences; whether by dissolv¬ 
ing the Union, we shall have a civil and servile war, or 
whether, by preserving the UnioD, we shall avoid these 
calamities, and, at some time or other, be permitted to 
hail the jubilee. The question has everything lo do with 
principle, and tree manhood, and moral consistency. It 
is—What is the American Union ? Did our friend define 

it ? Did he tell us what it is—where it is to be found_ 

whose freedom is protected by it ? To descant upon an 
ideal Union is useless—nay, a mockery? Dealing in 
generalities will never abolish slavery. Let me teif my 
friend, Mr. Pierpont, that this tremendous conflict is not 
a philological, is not a grammatical one, as he seems lo 
think it is. We are dealing, not simply with verbs and 
nouns, but with facts and figures; not only with tbe dead 
fathers, but with living tyrants of the worst description; 
not only with dry parchment, bnt with an awakened levia¬ 
than. “ Oanst thou draw out leviathan with a hook ? or 
his tongue with a cord whieh thou lettest down ? Will 
he make many supplications unto thee ? will he make a 
covenant with thee? wilt thon take him for a servant for¬ 
ever ? His heart is hard as a piece of the nether mill¬ 
stone. When he raiseth up himself, the mighty are afraid, 
He esteemeth iron as straw, and brass as rotton wood. 
Hemaketh the deep to boil as a pot.” 

This, Mr. Chairman, is the monster with whom we are 
contending. Is he to be overthrown by a grammatical 
thrust or a verbal criticism ? I tell you nay 1 Sir, we 
are engaged in one of the deadliest conflicts the world has 
ever known. We are to deal with slavery as an outlaw, 
who cares not for grammar, or rhetoric, or logic, or parch¬ 
ment, or the law of the living God, but it is the great 
lawless fiend of the universe, with whom no alliance is to 
be formed, no peace can be kept, no truce effected for any 
purpose. 

Sir, the resolution under consideration proclaims the 
exact truth. It asserts that the American Union is, in the 
Southern States, in regard to freedom of speech, of con¬ 
science and of locomotion, the supremacy of the bowie- 
knife and revolver, the slave-trader's lash, and lynch law. 
No man will deny itl That is the American Union 
South of Mason and Dixon's line, and ever has been, 
since tbe formation of the Government. North of that 
line, it is, and ever has been, the absolute vassalage of the 
entire North to the despotic command of the Slave Power. 
There has been no other Union known to this people. We 
Stand here, not to deal in abstractions, not to beat tire 
air, not to indulge in any reverie; but, as practical, com¬ 
mon-sense men, looking at things just as they are, taking 
the American Union for just wbat it is, we say it is at 
the South, “ a Union of the bowie-knives, the revolver, 
and the slave-driver’s lash ”—nothing else; aud that it 
allows complete freedom to no human being living upon 
the American soil. WheD, therefore, any one says-—“ I 
am a Disunionist, but go for preserving the Union,” if he 
means it in the popular, universal sense of the word, then 
he is for a pro-slavery Union, if he means something 
directly the reverse of it, then he is talking about some¬ 
thing that does not exist—that is altogether in his brain 
—that has never been actnalized in this country ; and all 
the disclaimers he may make are but as the idle wind. 

Our friend, Mr. Wasson, objects to the Disunion po¬ 
sition, on the ground that it is making a drawn-battle 
with the enemy—allowing him to go off with bag and 
baggage. Indeed! He says that our object, as tbe 
friends of the slave, should not be to separate from the 
slaveholders, but to aiyolish slavery. Indeed I Now let 
us see uuw tuts to. xfei m cee wifettra we do any one of 
the things here objected to. 

Mr. Chairman, I deny that we are for making a drawn- 
battle with the enemy, or that we propose to make a 
truce with him under any circumstances. I deny that we 
are for leaving the slaveholder to do wbat he may with 
his slaves. I deny that it is to lose sight of our object— 
to wit, the abolition of slavery—to separate from the 
South. Sir, the Union of this country is embodied in the 
Constitution of the United States. Without that instru¬ 
ment, there would be no Union. The terms are synono- 
mous. Now, then, what is the Constitution—what are 
its bearings upon the destiny of the millions who are in 
bondage—what are its requirements of the people of the 
North, with regard to slavery—what is implied and 
understood by the oath taken to sustain it ? The whole 
question is compressed in a nut-shell. How do we meet 
it ? We look into the history of that instrument; we 
interrogate the Convention that framed and the people 
who adopted it; we inquire of all the courts, of all the 
legislatures, of all the Congresses, and, finally, of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, its lawful expounder, 
what, from the hour of its adoption to the present time, 
has been the intent and meaning of the Constitution, as 
pertaining to slavery ; and there has been but one verdict. 
Before God, that verdict we believe to be true to the 
facts in the case. We know that tbe people of this 
country never did make an anti-slavery Constitution. 
We affirm it to be “ a self-evident truth,” that they have 
been morally incapable, through prejudice, hatred and 
oppression, of adopting, designedly, and purposely, a Con¬ 
stitution that should instantly emancipate every slave, 
and receive into the great American family, on equal 
terms, the coloured population, bond and free. In all the 
States, the coloured people have been treated as a leprous 
race. Even in the Church, they have been proscribed, 
and forced to occupy the “ negro pew,” as if they carried 
contagion in their touch. 

Mr. Chairman, the Constitution of the United States 
is wbat the people meant it to be. It is not simply to its 
phraseology, or its grammatical accuracy, we are to look; 
we are carefully and honestly to ascertain what they 
understood and intended by it; and not to take undue 
advantage of its letter, even for a laudable purpose. 

Mr. Pieepont asked the speaker if he should give him 
a note which read—“ For value received, I promise not 
to pay Wm. Lloyd Garrison, six months after date, one 
hundred dollars,” and he should bring an action to recover 
the amount, and he (Mr. P.) should show that the party 
holding the note knew that it was thus worded, if be 
thought he could recover. 

Mr. Garrison—L et us make tbe case analogous, and 
then see whether I ought not to recover. Suppose there 
were reasons—no matter what—why the phraseology 
used in the note was made the reverse of what we both 
understood and meant by it. I ask, in that case, which of 
us would not stand convicted of a moral outrage, in taking 
advantage of the literal words, to the injury of the other 
party ? (Applause.) 

Mr. Pikrpoint said it was not a question of morals, 
but a question of law. Suppose, in the case put, there 
was no consideration obliging him, on the point of morals, 
to pay so much money at the time. The holder might 
have supposed that he had given him a note promising to 
pay, bnt he ought not to have supposed so, and of course 
he ought not to receive it. 

Mr. Garrison—T he difficulty is, I submit, that our 
friend has been arguing from false analogies all the way 
through. His illustration is not to tbe purpose. We 
must take the facts as we find them. Wfe must go back 
to history. Whence came this Constitution ? It was 
agreed upon by independent colonial sovereignties, 
through mutual concessions, without any doubt as to the 
pro-slavery guarantees contained therein. Well, bow is 
it' to be interpreted ? I deny that it is amenable to the 
common law, auy further than that instrument is pleased 
to recognise the rules of common law. The Constitution 
is the supreme law of the land; it is sui generis; 
nothing is to stand before it. In construing it, we must 
be true to the facts of history, and to the intentions of the 
parties. To ignore these—to say that we will stick to the 
letter thereof—to treat it as a legislative enactment, in 
the manner of its interpretation—is equally unfair and 
preposterous. 

Now, let us see whether our friend is consistent with 
himself. The Constitution of the United States is to be 
judged by its letter. [Mr. Pierpont— Certainly.] Very 
| well; and our friend says that, by its letter, the Consti¬ 
tution is anti-slavery. Now, the fugitive slave clause is 
not the only point that bears upon this question. [Mr. 
P.—It is the only point I brought in my argument.] 
Will not our friend relieve our consciences on the other 
points?
